I, Willard Robert fciffc, was born on ? August, 1901, at Williamsburg. Caribou , (Bannock) County , Idaho, in the luxury of a two-room log 

cabin, with no Doctor in attendance and apparently not needed. Sfcr appearance being Hie seventh in a family of eleven*
